High  honor  came  to  Dr.  Wilkin- 
son in  1961  when  he  was  awarded 
the  George  Washington  Medal 
by  the  Freedom  Foundation  for 
his  address  to  the  National  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  on  free  enter- 
prise.

“This  city  is  trying  to  use  the 
students  to  get  at  the  landlords." 
Allen  postulated.  He  went  on  to 
say  that  if  the  majority  were 
against  the  ordinance,  the  city 
could  not  continue  to  enforce  it. 

Mr.  Allen  is  determined  to  show 
the  City  Council,  by  means  of 
petition  signatures,  that  majority 
opinion  is  against  the  anti-over- 
night parking  clause. 

A landowner  himself,  Allen 
vowed  he  would  not  let  the  city 
use  the  ordinance  as  a “bludgeon” 
to  force  apartment  owners  to  pro. 
vide  off-street  parking. 

STUDENT  SUPPORT 
To  this  end  he  is  also  planning 
on  circulating  petitions  to  the 
BYU  Campus  to  solicit  student 
support. 

There  is  a fair  chance  the  peti- 
tion won't  travel  too  far  on  the 
campus.  Administrators  aren’t 
keen  on  getting  involved  in  the 
issue  and  since  this  is  private 
property,  any  non  BYU-student 
who  starts  flinging  petitions 
about,  may  find  himself  escorted 
by  Security  to  the  borders  of  the 
campus. 

Allen  is  no  doubt  aware  of  the 
situation  and  is  spreading  the 
word  about  that  anyone  wdio 
wants  to  register  his  support  of 
the  movement  may  do  so  by  visit- 
ing his  business  establishment. 

A number  of  other  merchants 
have  pitched  in  with  BYU  stu- 
dents. 

Judge  Gordon  Knudsen  cau- 


tioned students  that  they  would 
end  up  with  tickets  if  they  evade 
the  ordinance  by  parking  on  the 
sidewalk. 

IT'LL  COST  $'S 

“If  they  get  caught,  it’ll  cost 
them.”  said  the  judge. 

“I  hate  to  see  students  trying 
to  obey  the  law,  grt  caught  in 
another  ordinance,”  sighed  he, 
referring  to  students  who  had 
pulled  their  cars  onto  the  side- 
walk. 

About  15  people  were  given 
tickets  Tuesday  for  the  stunt 
which  involves  blocking  the  side- 
walk with  the  whole  or  part  of  a 
car. 

Mayor  Dixon,  friendly,  thought- 
ful and  evasive  said  couldn’t 
comment  on  the  law  at  this  time. 

He  did  admit,  after  a little  prod- 
ding. that  the  ordinance  was  not 
really  fair  but  quickly  covered  by 
saying  that  nearly  every  law  is 
unfair  to  someone.

The  appearance  and  remarks  of  Mayor 
Dixon  at  yesterday’s  “Welcome  Assembly” 
indicate  there  is  still  some  confusion  as  to 
whose  problem  the  overnight  parking  ordin- 
ance really  is.

By  enforcing  the  ordinance  and  ticketing 
cars  parked  in  violation  of  it  the  city  is 
merely  trying  to  get  the  students  to  bring 
pressure  on  the  landlords  for  additional 
parking  space.  Since  the  lack  of  parking 
facilities  is  a violation  of  another  ordinance, 
(#24.18.040)  which  could  have  been  cor- 
rected if  city  engineers  had  done  their  jobs 
correctly,  why  doesn’t  the  city  admit  it’s 
error  and  work  with  landlords  and  property 
owners  in  correcting  it  before  attempting 
to  enforce  the  overnight  parking  ordinance?

With  registration  almost  completed  for 
another  semester  most  students  can  settle 
down  to  homework,  classes,  and  social  life.

Provo,  who  recognize  the  injustice  have  al- 
ready begun  to  register  protest  with  city 
officials  and  circulate  petitions  for  refonn. 
We  encourage  students  to  join  them  by 
writing  letters  of  protest  to  the  city. 

Many  who  have  a voice  in  city  affairs 
are  willing  to  raise  that  voice  in  an  attempt 
to  prevent  a grave  injustice.  Such  efforts 
deserve  the  full  support  of  students.  A con- 
certed effort  by  business  and  towns-people 
backed  by  a united  student  voice  is  far  more 
desirable  than  a protest  in  the  form  of  a 
business  boycott  or  student  demonstration. 

Since  the  issue  is  not  even  clear  enough 
for  them  to  make  a statement  about  we 
ask  Mayor  Dixon  and  the  city  council  to 
forget  the  ordinance  until  next  fall  and 
spend  the  next  twelve  months  getting  the 
city  ready  for  it  by  cleaning  up  violations 
of  the  zoning  and  building  ordinances  that 
have  created  the  problem.  s.  g.

We  will  take  time  to  answer  one  of  the 
letter’s  accusations.  We  admit  to  being  a 
conseiwative  newspaper — if  the  hallmarks 
of  a conservative  paper  are  refusing  to 
print  smutty  pictures  and  cheap  articles. 
We  are  conservative — if  one  calls  conserva- 
tism the  refusal  to  attack  an  individual’s 
character  without  cause.

Store  windows 
iwere  boarded  and  people  in  low- 
lying  areas  took  refuge  in  emergen- 
■ cy  shelters. 


Nine  shelters  in  Brownsville,  the 
largest  of  which  could  hold  1,000 
persons,  filled  rapidly. 

Across  the  Rio  Grande,  Mata- 
moros Mayor  Enrique  Siller  Flores 
and  other  officials  partitiemed  Mat- 
amoros into  three  zones  and  di- 
rected residwits  from  low-lying 


suburbs  to  shelters  in  schools, 
churches  and  a Masonic  temple. 

Firemen  helped  Matamoros  res- 
idents out  of  low  areas.  Police 
patrolled  the  city  and  Mexican 
soldiers  stood  by  in  case  they  were 
needed. 

Residents  along  the  Texas  Coast 


moved  to  higher  ground  all  the  way 
from  Brownsville  to  Corpus  Christ}, 
136  miles  away.  The  2,500  residents 
of  Port  Isabel.  Tex.,  on  a finger  ol 
land  near  Brownsville,  and  the 
1.800  residents  of  Port  Aricansas, 
Tex.,  on  Padre  Island  off  Corpus 
Christ!  were  ordered  to  clear  out.
